JAIN REQUESTED BANGLADESH OBSERVER BE INVITED TO SPEAK, AND

APARTHEID COMITE - 

COMITE DECIDED MAY 15 TO PREPARE SPECIAL REPORT FOR SC AND GA 
ON LILITARY BUILDUP IN SA, AND TO TRANSMIT IT ALSO TO 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE UNION CONFERENCE AGAINST APARTHEID 
TO BE HELD IN BENEVA IN JUNE. IT WAS SUGGESTED SC BE 
URGED TO MEET ON SA SITUATION. OUCIF ( ALGERIA) REPORTED 
IN HIS PARTICIPATION, ON BEHALF COMITE. IN MEETING OF WPC 
PRESIDENTIAL COMITE IN WARSAW. IT WAS AGREED TO ASK 
PERSON WHO WILL REPRESENT COMIT OF 24 AT WPC MEETING IN GENEVA 
MAY 19 TO REPRESENT APARTHEIR COMITE ALSO. DRAFT CONVENTION 
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ON CRIME OF APARTHEID WAS SUPPORTED BY GHANA, PHILIPPINES, 
UKRAINE, SUDAN AND MALAYSIA. GHANA AND PHILIPPINES STRESSED 
IT WOULD NEED IMPLEMENTATION MACHINERY TO BE EFFECTIVE, 

AND UKRAINE THOUGHT SUCH MACHINERY COULD BE 
WORKED OUT BY TIME GA. GUINEA SUGGESTED FURTHER DISCUSSION 
AND ACTION ON DRAFT, T / T HAD QUESTIONS TO ASK, AND VICE CHAIRMAN 
( HAITI) AGREED MEETING WOULD BE SCHEDULED WEEK OF MAY 21. 

COMITE OF 24 - - 

SPECIAL MISSION ( IRAQ, BULGARIA, SWEDEN, TUNISIA) WAS APPOINTED 
BY COMITE MAY 15 TO CONSULT , DURING FIRST WEEK IN JUNE, 

WITH EXECUTIVE HEADS OF ILO, WHO, FAO, WFP, UNESCO, UNDP 
AND UNICEF REGARDING THEIR IMPLEMENTATION OF DECOLONIZATION DEC- 
LARATION AND OTHER RELEVANT GA RESES. BY ADOPTING CONCLUSIONS 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS IN SUBCOMITE II REPORT, COMITE EXPRESSED 
SATISFACTION AT IMPENDING INDEPENDENCE OF 
BAHAMS. MOROCCO SUBMITTED REQUEST THAT COMITE CONSIDER 
SOON AS POSSIBLE QUESTION OF SPANISH SAHARA AND THAT 
MOROCCO BE ALLOWED PARTICIPATE. THOUGH IT HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN 
AGREED TO TAKE UP PORTUGUESE- ADMINISTERED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TERRITORIES NEXT, IT WAS DECIDED IN LIGHT RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 
TO CONSIDER NAMIBIA FIRST.
